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DETAILED ACTION 

Examiner acknowledges receipt of IDS filed 3/24/04 and 4/1 1/05. Claims 1-24 are 
pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

1. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 
hydrogel structure, dendritic structure, nanoparticle, nanosphere, nanoshell, micelle, core-shell, 
multi-core shell, multi-layered, nanogel, microparticle, microsphere, microgel, block, branched, 
hyperbranched, hybrid, tree-like, comb-like, brush, grafting, vesicle, coil, global, coil-coil, coil- 
global, rod, membrane, film, coating, self-assembly, cyclic, microconduit, microchannel, 
nanochannel, porous, nonporous, tube, microtube, nanotube, semi-interpenetrating network, 
cross-linked or a highly networked structure. The species are independent or distinct because 
each is capable of supporting different patents within the art. 

Therefore, applicant is requested to elect one of the structures listed above. Applicant is 
also requested to elect the method of claim 20 or claim 23. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1,10 and 13 are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or 
that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election.
